The meeting was called to order at 10:07 A.M. by Robert Taft, 
Moderator. Mr. Taft led the participants in the Pledge of Alle- 
giance to the flag and also requested a moment of silence for the 
men who lost their lives in Desert Storm and a silent prayer for 
the men who fought in the war and are returning home.

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SELECTMEN'S NARRATIVE 


During the year 1991, the Board of Selectmen had to cope 
with the continued downturn of the economy. Three major 
cost factors make up Greenville's budget. They are the 
Mascenic School District, the Hillsborough County assess- 
ments, and the cost of operating the town of Greenville, Of 
these, only the budget for operating the town of Greenville 
is under direct control of the Board of Selectmen. The 
Mascenic School District budget is determined by those 
registered voters present and voting at the annual School 
District meeting. The county budget and the Town's share of 
the county budget are determined by Hillsborough County. 
Both the county and the School district assessments must be 
paid by the town, which by law is required to assess and 
collect sufficient property taxes to do so. 


In 1991, the Board of Selectmen was able to reduce the 
budget for operating the town of Greenville. The selectmen 
also supported a countywide protest when a 13% increase in 
the county assessment was proposed by Hillsborough county. 
The county rescinded its increase as a result of the reac- 
tion. The combined effect of conservative budgeting, tight 
cost control, and the county's response to the widespread 
protest resulted in a reduction of Greenville's tax rate for 
the first time in years. This reduction in our tax rate was 
achieved in spite of an increase in the cost of Mascenic. 
The town of Greenville was able to maintain its level of 
services without reduction. 


This would not have been possible without the cooper- 
ation of every department in the town of Greenville. The 
selectmen take this opportunity to thank every town of 
Greenville employee and especially the department heads, for 
their cooperation. Without their help it would have been 
difficult if not impossible to achieve the reduction in the 
tax rate while maintaining the level of services.

Taking care of the town's numerous accounts for 1991 was 
fairly routine. The major concern was the expected closure 
of the Nashua Trust and keeping our four accounts under the 
$100,000 insurance level. Accounts were briefly established 
with the Granite Bank, Fleet Bank, and the Milford Coopera- 
tive to handle this situation. The town ended the year with 
an outstanding Tax Anticipation Note (short term debt) for 
$300,000 as opposed to last year when we had an outstanding 
note for $465,000. All four checking accounts were recon- 
ciled on a monthly basis. 


The town has been maintaining several escrow accounts at 
the Monadnock Bank, usually established through the Plan- 
ning Board. Some of these accounts may have a statute of 
limitations and hopefully will not be forgotten forever. I 
also wonder whether $5,200 in town funds presently held as 
police evidence will be part of the town's Balance Sheet (an 
asset). 


The public should understand that I maintain an overview 
of all the cash accounts of the town. The Selectmen hire 
theix own bookkeeper to handle the making of the manifests, 
production of the checks, and the departmental breakdown of 
all revenues and receipts. A high turnover of experienced 
Selectmen and staff have made improvements difficult to 
obtain. The town is no longer seeking an audit by town 
residents. I£ you have concerns or interest, I encourage 
you to make an appointment with me, and I will be happy to 
give any resident a brief tour and description of my duties 
as your Town Treasurer.

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1991 REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Service as well as local fire departments due to our 
increase in the number of fires. Our three major causes of 
fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and smoking materials. 
450 wildland fires in New Hampshire burned approximately 150 
acres for an average fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for 
extinguishing these fires. Keeping the average fire size this 
small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, our fire 
tower lookout system and the quick response of our trained local 
fire department. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and 
several Deputy Wardens who are responsible for directing 
Suppression action on wildland fires, working with other fire 
department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest Fire 
Service to make sure that all fire department members are pro- 
perly trained and equipped for suppressing wildland fires. 
Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens receive specialized 
training each year, presented by the N.H. Forest Fire Service, 
to keep their skill level and knowledge of, forest fire laws up 
to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also res- 
ponsible for issuing burning permits for any open burning that 
is to be done in their community. In New Hampshire, any open 
burning, except when the ground is completely covered with snow, 
requires a written fire permit prior to lighting the fire. 
Before doing any open burning, it is recommended that you con- 
tact your local fire department to see if a permit is required 
and to save your community the cost of sending fire equipment on 
a false alarm. Any person violating the permit law (RSA 224:27) 
shall be quilty of a misdemeanor.

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GREENVILLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1991 REPORT 


The department continued to change in 1991. Officer 
Edwards resigned in March. Officer Steven Duval was hired 
in mid September to take his place. Work was begun on the 
accreditation process which will help to professionalize 
the department and provide additional liability protection. 


Overall crime for 1991 remained about the same as 1990; 
however the department investigated many more crimes invol- 
ving the family. The department has instituted a more 
aggressive arrest policy in these cases in order to reduce 
the possibility of future violence. 


We also received many complaints involving young people 
congregating in the downtown area. We are able to deal with 
this on the short term, but a longer term solution should be 
found. If any of you have any ideas or suggestions, please 
contact me. 


A number of you have called and asked for suggestions on 
protecting your property from theft. Proper locks on win- 
dows and doors are important in deterring theft. But 
equally as important is to have a complete inventory of all 
valuable items within your home. This should include at a 
Minimum, make, model, serial number, and color of things of 
value. Items which have considerable value such as televi- 
sions, and VCR's should also be engraved with the owner's 
social security number. If you have any questions on home 
security, please feel free to call us. 


Emergency "911" service is scheduled to go into effect in 
late January, 1992. There will be a number of public 
announcements when this occurs. The old emergency number 
will still be useable. 


In closing, I would like to thank all of you for your 
Support of the department. Please feel free to contact me 
anytime there is a problem you feel I should address.

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ANIMAL CONTROL 


This is the first year the Police Department has handled the animal 
control functions. We received 82 calls for dogs or other animals 
running at large. Unfortunately, we were only able to find about 
half the animals. In addition, we handled a number of barking dog 
complaints as well as complaints of animals causing destruction. 


The town has entered into an agreement with the humane society to 
keep all the town's unclaimed dogs. In most cases they will respond 
to pick up injured and/or sick animals in a very short time. In 
animal bite cases they guarantine and test for illness. This ser- 
vice provides the animals with better care while saving the town 
money. 


Finally if you have to call us about an animal problem, please give 
a description of the animal and the owner's name if you know it. 

You do not have to give your name. We receive many calls of a "dog" 
at some location with no other information. When we arrive, the 
animal is gone, and we have little other information to go on.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
ANNUAL REPORT 1991 


This year again was a quite year for the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment. The Board heard just two cases. 


The first case was an application for a variance concerning 
article Appendix B, section 3A of the zoning ordinance. The 
applicant proposed to construct a mobile home for residential 
use, on property located at Hubbard Hill Road, in the Residen- 
tial Zone. The board voted to deny the appeal. 


The second case was a request for a special exception con- 
cerning article 2 section 2.4.1 of the zoning ordinance. Appli- 
cant proposed to develop four single family residence lots on 
property located on Fitchburg Road (Route 31) in the commercial 
and commercial-industrial zones. The board voted to grant the 
special exception with conditions. 7 


The board realized an income of $100 from application fees, 
and had expenses of $107, from a budget of $200. Application 
fees are charged to cover the cost of hearing notification. 


The purpose of the Zoning Board of Adjustment is to hear 
appeals for variances to the zoning ordinance, for special 
exception as provided in the zoning ordinance, and for appeals 
from administrative decisions, as provided by NH RSAs 672-677. 


The board is composed of 5 appointed members with 3-year 
terms, and may have up to 5 alternate members. The Greenville 
ZBA welcomes anyone interested in serving as an alternate member 
and/or to fill vacancies on the board as they occur.

1991 REPORT 


The Chamberlin Free Public Library held its 1991 budget 
below the 1990 level this year while still making books, 
magazines, video tapes and books on tape available to all 
town residents with a library card. Cards are free and may 
be obtained during regular library hours. There are no 
charges for library services. 


The library has been fortunate in its fundraising, 
donations and book sales this last year. We earned close to 
$1300 in 1991 due in part to the presentation by Marvin 
Burnett; the sale of used books; and thanks to your generous 
donations toward keeping the library open on Monday nights. 
We hope to cover the roughly $400 needed to keep the library 
open on Monday nights this year, but hope for as large a 
contribution base as last year is unrealistic, since part of 
the income came from the one time sale of books and from the 
contribution of Marvin Burnett's time. 


Unfortunately the library's growth and expansion this 
past year has been at a standstill because our fixed costs 
have increased. The library not only has to pay for a busi- 
ness telephone line, supplies and equipment, but must con- 
tinue to purchase media (books, magazines, newspapers, video 
tapes and reference materials) to meet state requirements. 
Employee salaries have had to remain level to balance the 
budget. 


The library wishes to thank the townspeople for their 
gifts of time, books and money during the past year. Spe- 
cial thanks go to Marvin Burnett for his presentation and to 
Diane Johanson and Kerry Thompson who volunteered to keep 
the children's story hour going after we were forced to cut 
our programming budget. Thanks also to the parents of story 
hour children who donated craft supplies.

Thanks to your cooperation and patience we continue to 
be a model Recycling Center, the one that is visited by 
those who want to learn waste management through recycling. 

We at the Wilton Recycling Center are committed to serv- 
ing you, the public, and ask for your continued understand- 
ing as the recyclable product market and demands continue to 
change and, with them, our guidelines and categories. Your 
Suggestions are always welcome. 


In the past year we have made aesthetic improvements to 
the Center a priority. State matching grant money success- 
fully sought by previous manager Pat Johanneson enabled us 
to replace the decking and tables for our glass and tin can 
areas aS well as to provide three storage trailers anda 
grappler for our Bobcat. Thanks are also due Wilton Public 
Works Superintendent, Charles McGettigan, and the Highway 
Crew for many improvements including the paving of the road 
and loading docks as well as the installation of a larger 
tank for waste oil. Their cooperation and that of many 
others who have helped to improve the functioning and visual 
impact of the Center is greatly appreciated. 


As more and more communities turn to recycling for their 
waste management as a means of cost avoidance, the markets 
for post-consumer materials have become glutted. Until the 
markets and processes for using recycled matter catch up 
with the supply, the amounts we are paid for all our prod- 
ucts will continue to drop. Time can only tell when these 
prices coming in will level off. We at the Recycling Center 
will strive to continue to recycle as many materials as 
practically feasible, given our limitations of manpower, 
Space and proximity to markets. The income from sale of 
material may fluctuate but each ton recycled saves the tax- 
payer the expense of incineration and landfilling, total 
costs of which can approach $100 per ton.

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to 
provide efficient, professional, and quality service to the 
communities of Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. 
This service is only possible due to our well-trained 
Driver/Attendants, all of whom are volunteers. Many of these 
volunteers are nationally registered Emergency Medical Tech- 
nicians-Ambulance, and have also undergone advanced training 
to become EMT-Intermediates (which includes the administer- 
ing of IV's and Advanced Life Support Techniques). 

In order to provide continuous service, at least three 
attendants are scheduled to be on call every night from 6:00 
p.m. to 6:00 a.m. Each attendant is scheduled approximately 
seven times a month, as well as answering calls during the 
day whenever possible. Daytime continues to be a very dif- 
ficult period to cover, so there is a great need for volun- 
teers who are able to spare some of their daytime for the 
Service. Any resident of the four towns represented is 
encouraged to contact any Driver/Attendant or member of the 
Board of Directors if they would like to be part of our 
great organization. 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to 
operate at no cost to the individual requiring emergency 
service. We have worked very hard to keep our cost down and 
be able to provide top notch service and care. Your gener- 
ous donations have helped us to do just that. Many of the 
essentials we need to operate efficiently have come from 
your generosity. 

We are not lacking in dedication and spirit from the 
many volunteers who respond to approximately 300 calls each 
year in our 100 sq. mile coverage area, doing so without any 
Compensation.

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ANNUAL GREENVILLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1991 REPORT 


The Conservation Commission's second year has been spent 
largely on the study of conservation issues; involvement in, 
and monitoring of, local conservation related projects, 
hearings, and groups; and in the attempt, now hopefully 
close to success, to remove five drums of "unknown murky 
substance" abandoned along the railroad bed above the Souhe- 
gan River. 

After a constant flow of letters and phone calls to and 
from various state agencies and local officials, a represen- 
tative of the State Department of Environmental Services 
came to Greenville, in late fall, and identified the con- 
tents of these abandoned drums as waste oil. We have been 
promised that the State will remove them in the spring to 
the Wilton Recycling Center, where the oil can be burned in 
their waste oil furnace. 

We have produced and adopted a wetlands map for Green- 
ville and submitted a copy to the Planning Board. Our first 
edition was put together largely from National Wetlands 
Inventory Maps. Larger maps incorporating more details of 
Greenville's natural, aesthetic, and ecologically sensitive 
areas should follow. 

Riverside Park, a Greenville owned piece of land on the 
Souhegan River and Route 123, has been located, visited, and 
we hope to begin a clean-up in the spring of this beautiful 
and potential recreationally useful area. 

Marshall Buttrick has been our main contact with the 
state, monitoring and testifying at hearings, making phone 
calls, writing letters, and finding the right people to get 
things done. 

To keep us and the Town informed on conservation issues, 
Joanie MacPhee has attended and reported on several classes 
on Wetland's Uses, Delineation and Geology, Water Quality 
and Gravel Excavation. She collected water samples (for E. 
coli bacteria counts) and water bugs for a continuing Souhe- 
gan River Water Quality study, monitored meetings on the 
proposed new major airport sites in Fort Devens and Gardner, 
and has kept a close eye on the Wilton Recycling Center, 
serving aS an appointed Selectman's Representative. 
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THE GREENVILLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1991 REPORT (continued) 


Laurie Schlotman joined the Commission in the fall as an 
alternate and has effectively filled in as our third member. 
She would like to help create a "greener" Greenville through 
tree, and other, plantings in highly visible areas in town, 
such as the new paved over triangle across from the Town 
Hall. Laurie would also like to see conservation con- 
sciousness- raising through annual Greenville Earth Day 
celebrations. 

We are looking for environmentally concerned and curious 
people to join us as members, alternates, or as volunteers 
working on any of the projects mentioned here. We try to 
meet on the first Wednesday evening of each month at 7:30 in 
the courtroom. Currently, we receive no Town funding, but, 
as our visibility and effectiveness increase, we hope to 
supplement our personal resources with a budget in the 
future.
